case before mid-January. In light of these difficulties and to 
avoid a conflict with undersigned counsel's plans to be away from 
the office during the upcoming Holiday season, defendant asks for 
an additional month to respond to the Complaint in this case. 

Accordingly, Defendant requests an enlargement of time until 
January 30, 2006. A proposed Order consistent with this motion 
is attached.
